FINAL HOURS: Football genius George Best

DEVASTATED family and friends 
said goodbye to football legend 
George Best last night after tearful 
doctors revealed all hope was gone. 

Medics warned that severe medical 
complications mean the playboy soccer icon 
was peacefully losing his fight for life and 
had just hours left. 

Choking back tears, his loyal doctor Prof Roger 
Williams said the desperately ill alcoholic “could 
die at any time”. 

Heartbroken Prof Williams admitted: “I’m 
afraid Mr Best is coming to the end of the long 
road of his ill health. I have to tell you that his 
hours are numbered now.” 

Family and friends were keeping a vigil at 
London’s private Cromwell Hospital as Best lay 
unconscious and attached to a ventilator. 

Medics said that former football genius Best, 59, 
was not in any pain. 

His former Manchester United team-mates 
Denis Law, 65, and Sir Bobby Charlton, 68, dashed 
to the clinic yesterday to say their final farewells. 

They played alongside Best in the great United 
team of the Sixties. 

Best’s son Calum, 24, was also at his father’s 
side along with the former Northern Ireland 
international’s dad Dickie, 87, brother Ian, 39, 
and sisters Carol, 58, Barbara, 53, and twins Julie 
and Grace, both 42. 

The Old Trafford legend’s girlfriend Ros 
Hollidge, 37, has also been there along with Best’s 
agent and lifelong friend Phil Hughes, 45. 


Another close friend, Portsmouth FC chief 
Milan Mandaric, visited the hospital. 

Prof Williams broke the news to the family that 
it was useless to hold out any more hope for Best, 
who is on a life support machine. 

He said: “We have all been sitting down 
together. It’s very upsetting for everybody, espe- 
cially the family. 

“They understand everything. Calum is there, 
everybody is there and they accept what’s going 
to happen.” 

The star — an idol to football fans around the 
world — entered his final hours after irreversible 
complications took hold overnight on Wednesday. 

He has been in intensive care for a week with a 
severe lung infection and failing kidneys. 

But internal bleeding suddenly kicked in and 
worsened, then spread to his lungs. 

Prof Williams said Best’s frail body could no 
longer fight the infections, leaving him facing 
imminent multi-organ failure. 

The family would not have to face the agonising 
decision to switch off his life support machine 
because Best’s condition meant he would just ebb 
away naturally. 

Prof Williams said: “I will be very surprised if 
he survives another 24 hours. 

“He’s not in any pain but he’s got complications 
in his lungs which we are not able to reverse.” 

Yesterday Mandaric, 64, who is also Calum’s 
godfather, said: “The family are all there and it’s 
very hard for them right now. 

“We are very great friends. He has great family. 
Calum loves his dad. They are great people. 

“George is always there for me and I will be 
there for George.” Best’s ex-wife Alex, 33 has not 
paid a visit to the hospital. It is understood the

It also emerged yesterday that in one of his final 
acts Best, who controversially had an liver 
transplant three years ago, pledged to donate his 
organs to others. 

The hellraiser wants to help people waiting for 
a transplant as a thank you for the numerous 
second chances he has been given throughout 
his life. 

Phil Hughes confirmed earlier this month that 
the star had carried a donor card for some years. 

And his liver could go to someone else after his 
death, medics said last night. 

John Oliver, a spokesman for UK Transplant, 
said: “We have a real shortage of organs to trans- 
plant in this country so we have to consider all 
available options. 

“Generally there are only two illnesses, HIV 
and CJD, which prevent a person being consid- 
ered as a donor.” As for boozy Best’s liver, Mr

Oliver said: “There is no automatic reason why 
an organ could not be reconsidered for a second 
transplant. 

“Years of alcohol abuse would have ravaged 
some of the organs but we would make a 
decision on each one. 

“If this is what someone wants we will consider 
their organs.” 

“We have had situations where someone who 
has been waiting will certainly die if a transplant 
is not given so we are forced to consider using 
organs which might not be totally suitable.

“We are better trying something than nothing 
at all.” 

Best was first admitted to the Cromwell 
Hospital on October 1 with flu-like symptoms. 

But his condition soon went downhill and he 
developed a kidney infection. 

That spread to his bowel and Best was rushed 
into intensive care 

He spent more than a month fighting for life and 
his family were twice told to prepare for the 
worst. Then a breakthrough emerged two weeks

ago and it looked like he might fight back. He was 
moved to a normal ward and appeared to be grad- 
ually showing positive signs. 

But 10 days ago the lung infection developed 
and he was rushed back into intensive care for 
the last time. 

He appeared to show some slight improvement 
on Tuesday, with Prof Williams remaining 
upbeat. 

But the drastic complications yesterday finally 
put an end to all hope. 

Best, the original playboy of the footballing 
world, has spent a lifetime with a heavy drinking 
problem. 

His boozing almost killed him before the 
2002 Mivar transplant gave him another chance 
at life. 

Best famously vowed never to touch a drop of 
alcohol after the life-saving operation. 

But his addiction saw him eventually cave in 
again and he hit the bottle. 

Sources close to the family have said Best’s 
funeral is likely to take place in his home city 
of Belfast.
